REMINGTON WITH THE ARMY IN CUBA. 
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FORMULATE A 
POLICY 


T THE HOUR when we write, the Senate has agreed to 
submit to a vote on Tuesday, February 14, the joint 
resolution introduced by Senator McEnery just before 
the treaty with Spain was ratitied. Should the resolu 

tion obtain a majority in the Senate, it would go to the House 
of Representatives. Even should it be passed by the latter body, 
it may still fail to acquire validity, should the President veto 
it, or should he simply withhold his signature, which, in the 
event of the resolution reaching him within ten days before 
the expiration of Congress, will have the same effect as a veto.

THE TIME TO PHILIPPINE 


In discussing this question, we desire to do full justice to the 
services and motives of the senior Senator from Louisiana. — It 


is certain that, but for the assistance rendered by him and by 
his nine Democratic colleagues, the treaty of peace with Spain 
could not h n ratified during this session of the Senate. 
We may go further, and say that, but for the vote 
of ratification by Senator McEnery, a vote which, unquestion- 
ably, carried with it that of Senator McLaurin of South Caro- 
lina, the treaty must have been defeated It there- 
fore, to overestimate the debt which that vote imposed upon the 
political and business interests of the country, to which it was 
vital concern that we should emerge detinitely and 
war. It is equally certain that

after the treaty of peace should have been ratified. The Se; 
tors who gave it are bound, in honor, to fulfil that assuran 
so far as regards their own votes and the votes of all whom tl 
can control, unless Senator McEnery shall, himself, upon seco) 
thought, withdraw the resolution. We may see reason to ho; 
that he, himself, will withdraw it, if we examine carefully 1 
purport of the resolution, and consider what the effect of pas 
ing it might be upon the present critical state of things in t 
Philippines. The resolution is to the effect that, by the rati 
cation of the treaty of peace with Spain, it is not intended { 
incorporate the inhabitants of the Philippine Islands into citize: 
ship of the United States, nor is it intended permanently to a 
nex said islands as an integral part of the territory of the Unit 
States. It is, however, according to the resolution, the inter 
tion of the United States to establish on said islands a gover 
ment suitable to the wants and the conditions of the inhabitants 
thereof, to prepare them for local self-government, and, in du 
time, make such disposition of the islands as will best promot 
the interests of the citizens of the United States and the inhab 
tants of the Philippines. 

Now, the fundamental objection to the passage of any reso 
lution defining our intentions with relation to the Philippines by 
both Houses of Congress, and to the signing of it by the Pres 
dent, is that it is premature. We do not, as yet, know enough 
about the political, social, economical, moral and religious con 
ditions of the Filipinos to form any irrevocable intentions r 
garding them, or to put forth any official declaration on thi 
subject. Some years of careful and candid observation a1 
study may be required before we shall be able to discern what 
would be the best for us to pursue with relation to those 
islands. By best course, we mean precisely what Senator Mc- 
Enery means; namely, best for them and best for us. On this 
broad ground alone, we should feel convinced that, while thi 
Senators who have given Mr. McEnery a promise are in duty 
bound to keep it, so far as the Senate is concerned, unless he 
absolves them, yet the House of Representatives and the Presi 
dent should withhold the7r assent from a resolution which com 
mits us to a definite policy before we are well enough informed 
to frame one It is not alone, however, upon general principles 
that we deem the passage of such a resolution inexpedient at this 
time. The declaration of intentions, which is desired by Senator 
McEnery, would be, if made at this conjuncture, undoubtedly 
misinterpreted by Aguinaldo, and would encourage his followers 
to prolong the resistance to that enforcement of law and order 
which is the fundamental condition of administrative stability, 
and of education in self-government. The very end, therefore, 
which Mr. McEnery has in view, would not be furthered, but 
obstructed, by the means which he proposes to adopt. It is no- 
torious that the orders given by President McKinley to General 
Otis, commanding at Manila, the orders, namely, to avoid, at 
almost any cost, any collision with the insurgents pending the 
exchange of the ratifications of the treaty of peace, have been 
misconstrued, and supposed to betray a lack of confidence, not 
to say courage, on our part. Had General Otis been permitted 
to act with energy and promptitude immediately after the sign 
ing of the peace treaty in Paris, all traces of the insurrection 
would have, long since, disappeared. Unfortunately, Agui- 
naldo’s followers are, in the eye of international law, Spanish 
subjects, and must remain so, until the needed ratifications of 
the treaty shall have been exchanged. Meanwhile, both the 
United States and Spain are bound, by the protocol, not to at 
tack one another’s subjects. Under the circumstances, General 
Otis was legally constrained to maintain a passive attitude. He 
could resist, if assailed, but he had no right to take the aggres 
sive. This expectant posture on his part has been, naturally, 
misunderstood by the Filipinos, who know even less about in- 
ternational law than they know about the use of improved fire- 
arms. That which was due to a respect for law, they imputed 
to timidity, and they will be even more certain to misconstrue 
the declaration of intentions desired by Senator McEnery, if it 
is made before the insurrection is entirely suppressed. 

There is still another reason why the McEnery resolut 
ought not to be adopted by both Houses of Congress, and signe d 
by the President, at this time. The moment we announce that 
we intend not to hold the Philippines permanently, but to giv 
them autonomy as speedily as possible, we offer certain foreign 
powers, namely, Russia, France, Germany, Great Britain, ‘ l 
Japan, the strongest possible motives to vie with one anothe r in 
securing betimes the good will of the Filipinos, which ma) 
turned to account hereafter when the latter are left to th: 
Such self-aggrandizing purposes would have to ren

W 
an insurrection is still rampant, however, to expect that the 
eign powers which hope, hereafter, to take our place at M:

We have no moral right to put such a temptation in 
way. We have no business to tempt them to aid and abet
